Tue appress of B. F. Yoakum of the Rock Island- 
Frisco railroads, given recently before Oklahoma 
farmers, was a plea for greater economy 


yee P roe in administering government, and for 
yt ds, [¢Ss waste in projecting and carrying out 


improvements that are intended to facili- 
tate commercial expansion at home and abroad. It 
also put this ‘captain of transportation” squarely in 
the camp of anti-militarists. He would have “more 
of the money we burn up in powder spent in making 
new farms. * * * We should make more homes 
and not so many fighting machines?’ One of the most 
practical bits of advice had to do with rural road 
building and the folly of those residents of country 
regions who do not see to it that highways over which 
they have to haul produce to the railroads are such as 
to reduce cost of transportation from farm to con- 
sumer. 

President Yoakum urged on the Oklahomans a jour- 
ney to Massachusetts and New Jersey to see what 
has been done and is being done to make possible 
cheap hauling of produce. And by so doing he, per- 
haps, shows a greater appreciation of what highway 
improvements mean to the farmers of Massachusetts 
than many residents of the state display. The roads in 
the Bay state do something more than furnish superb 
thoroughfares for pleasure seekers. They afford tlre 
farmers, producing the food supplies for the industrial 
centers, the advantage of lowered transportation cost. 
And in so far as good roads bring the city and country 
nearer together, they serve. to make the cities more 
attractive and comfortable as places of residence, and 
indirectly add to the welfare of the community in 
every phase of its life. 








On HIs return to Washington, D. C., from a trip 
through the Central West, James Wilson, Secretary 
of Agriculture, commented on the pros- 


oo perity of the farmer, though he found 
‘Labor ed il handi 4 ‘i 
Is Scarce, ‘¢ farmer still handicapped by a lac 


of labor. He was disappointed to find 
that too many persons had gone from the farm to the 
sidewalk. It had been hoped that education along 
agricultural lines would remedy this, but Secretary 
Wilson thought the tide had not yet turned back to 
the farm. 

A serious difficulty in the way of keeping laborers 
on the farm is that the farm does not offer as con- 
tinuous employment as it once did. The farmer needs 
additional help for only a short season. It may be 


that he does. all of the farm work himself except in 
harvest time. 


He has riding plows, riding harrows 





and riding drills. If he is a fruit grower, he may 
be able to attend to the trees himself at all times except 
when the fruit is gathered. A laborer can not live 
in the country throughout the year on wages received 
for a few weeks, or at most, six months. He seeks 
more continuous employment, and so the man who 
does not own land drifts from the country to the city 
to seek lasting work, 

Modern agricultural machinery has had much to do 
with the drift from country to city. A farmer can 
do a great deal more himself than he could 20 or 30 
years ago even in the harvest season. Doubtlessly 
the growing population of cities and the larger atten- 
tion the country is giving to manufacturing industries 
have had the effect of increasing the cost ef food. 
In time the high cost of living in cities will surely 
cause more persons to engage in farming. As the 
population of the country increases agriculture will 
become more intensive, and it may sustain a bigger 
percentage of the population, as well as furnish more 
and cheaper food for those who live in cities. 








AN EXAMPLE Of discrimination in favor of wage- 
earners under the New York law and against all other 
classes of creditors—and_ especially 
Imprisonment 4>ainst persons in debt to wage-earners 
Bank —is disclosed in a report to the New 
York State Commission of Prisons from 
its secretary rendered officially at Albany. The report 
has to do chiefly with matters suggested by a recent 
inspection of the county jail in New York city, and 
severely criticises the commitment of debtors to prison 
on “body execution” or orders of a court to pay a 
definite sum of money. There are three classes of 
debtor commitments under the law; the one made on 
a wage-earner’s execution is imprisonment for a debt 
of contract, pure and simple. Its operation is de- 
scribed in this report as follows: 

“It is imprisonment of a man who is unable to pay 
a debt which he owes to a servant or other employes, 
although he is not charged with any tort or miscon- 
duct. It is a relic of the old barbarous practice of im- 
prisoning people for debt. It does not effect well-to- 
do people, because they have property on which execu- 
tion can be collected. It falls frequently on the’man 
of small income, who is compelled through sickness or 
unavoidable cause to employ help in his family, and 
then on account of either the loss of his own employ- 
ment, or his own sickness, or the extra or unavoidable 
expenses of his own household, is unable to promptly 
pay the wages of his help, with the result that he is 
promptly sued and put in jail. 

He may owe his doctor or “the butcher, the baker, 
the candle-stick maker” or his landlord, grocer or 
hardware merchant, sums in each instance a hundred 
times as large as his-debt to his servant or his clerk 
but all: the former must wait until he can raise the 
necessary amount of money; but the servant, mean- 
time, may bring suit and get judgment and with the 
latter either send the debtor to jail or else use it as a 
club with which to force payment of this one debt in 
some way in preference to the claims of all other cred- 
itors. The law. thus makes the New York wage- 
earner a preferred creditor—and there is no reason 
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under the sun why he should be. He is no better than 
the milkman or the lawyer or the tailor. The law 
ought to be repealed if for no other reason from the 
fact that under its operation a man may be shut out 
for many months from supporting his family and for 
the benefit of nobody but merely to gratify a creditor 
wage-earner’s spite—while the county meantime foots 
the bill. 








RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

It is said that spirited horses long before they come 
near to a steep hill on some roads over which they fre- 
quently travel begin to fret. Thus it often is with 
human beings. They are mettlesome, eager, high 
strung, conscious of the difficulties and responsibilities 
even of their daily tasks. Perhaps they are not so well 
fitted for this world’s warfare as those who are by a 
nature more phlegmatic and careless. They have some 
cause to envy the calm, lazy, easy-going souls who 
save themselves as much as possible, take things as 
they come and put their hearts into nothing they do. 
But the enthusiast has his reward, even a mundane 
reward... On a subject of this kind one cannot lay down 
the law. It would be very satisfactory if one could say 
that honesty and enthusiasm always paid and that hum- 
bug and indifference must mean failure in the long 
run. There is a certain kind of low cunning that is 
very successful in business, as in all branches of life. 
Hypocrisy is not always uncloaked. The man without 
principles has even certain advantages. The man with- 
out feeling forces his way to the front. But if you 
have enthusiasm, if you have principles, if you have 
high ideals, guard them as the most precious posses- 
sions. They, too, have a business value, are likely to 
turn in the end to that material advantage to which it 
would be stupid to affect indifference in a world where 
we have to pay our way and buy with hard cash a great 
many of our joys. The man of feeling must learn to 
suffer. Sensibility means heaven and hell, instead of 
common earth. It sometimes happens in an office that 
a man being set some task to do and doing it with his 
might finds in the end that all his conscientious en- 
deavor counts for very little indeed. He may get no 
credit for his extra pains, nothing at all but the feeling 
that he has done his best. There are some employers 
who are quite incapable of understanding that an eager 
man throws not only his brain but what we call his soul 
into his work. It is not in their natures to under- 
stand that the fervor which inspires the artist, the 
passion which makes the great musician, the love of 
literature which exalts the work of the writer are real, 
living, overmastering forces. Much less do they un- 


derstand the pride of some humble clerk in his work. 
* * * 





Some employers would laugh at the idea of any 
among their people becoming absorbed in their work 
making it part of their lives. But what are the facts? 
Even those whose position are most humble, whose 
wages are most meager, do they when they go home at 
night leave behind them all thought of their work, put- 
ting their interests away with the books in the safe, 
hanging up their enthusiasm like their office coats? 
Any one who has lived among working people, who has 
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entered into conversation, who has sympathized with 
their ambitions, knows that this does not represent the 
truth. There are in every hundred workers a score, 
perhaps scores, who in their leisure hours—often at 
night time, when if they were wise:tHey would do no 
such thing—talk over their. work, husband with wife, 
friend with friend, or who in solitude plan and scheme, 
not thinking of advancement or reward, but absorbed 
in the work that is theirs to do, eager to do well what 
they have undertaken, more anxious for the success of 
some particular task than afe those who have imposed 
it. When an employer does recognize enthusiasm, does 
understand the pride of a workman in his task, then 
you get a place of business where happiness reigns, 
where inspiration is infectious, where talent makes its 
mark, where prosperity prevails. There is a danger in 
mixing up sentiment with business. But there is a 
danger, also, in thinking that any organization com- 
posed of human beings can be run without regard to 
human feelings. Where you have a number of work 

ers together, high spirits and low spirits, enthusiasm 
and indifference, loyalty and discontent, are contagious. 
That is a point for employers to remember. It must 
not be forgotten by the individual workers. Shall he 
let his fellow workers, or even some dull employer, 
break his spirit? For what, then, is he living—for 
others.to mold as they will or to make his mark as a 
strong man?

The device, which is adjustable, comprises a hollow 
sheet metal body composed of two arms which are 
connected at their rear ends while their front ends are 
tapered forwardly and provided with external screw 
threads and are each of semi-circular form. A for- 
wardly tapering screw threaded sleeve engages with 
the threads of the arms, and separate jaws are ar- 
ranged on the inner sides of the front ends of the arms 
and provided with V-shaped seats which are adapted 
to receive the tool.

A dirty or disorderly store doesn’t have much 
chance to win nowadays. One of the reasons why 
people have gone to the county seat to trade—or te 
the retail mail-order houses—is because the home 
stores have not been sufficiently attractive—they have 
lacked both in orderliness and cleanliness. They have 
been kept up only to a man’s standard of cleanliness 
—instead of to a woman’s standard—as they should. 
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CONDITIONS IN STOVE MANUFACTURING. 





(The above is the subject of a very interesting 
article from the facile pen of William J, Myers of the 
Union Stove Works, New York City, President of the 
National Association of Stove Manufacturers, which 
appeared in the November issue of “The Annals of 
The American Academy of Political and Social 
Science,” of Philadelphia, devoted to American bust- 
ness conditions, and which ig reprinted herewith.) 

For a better discussion and understanding of present 
business conditions in this industry, some reference 
for the purpose of comparison should be made to the 
recent past when business in nearly all lines was on 
a high plane of prosperity. 

When the financial panic swept over this country 
in October, 1907, the stove manufacturers had hardly 
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completed the delivery to the retail trade of the stoves 
which had been ordered for the early fall demand. 
Such orders under the stimulus of the prosperity of 
the three or four preceding years, which seemed likely 
of continuance, had been liberally made, and manu- 
facturers realized the largest output for any October 
in the history of the industry. The belief so general 
at first that the panic was but an unpleasant finan- 
cial gust soon to pass over, with only a few blow- 
downs chiefly among stock speculators and so-called 
frenzied financiers, was shared by the stove interests, 
and hence manufacturers did not suffer countermands 
of orders as would have been the case had the crash 
precipitated itself two months earlier. They did suffer 
in the month of December, when fell off 
alarmingly, but the year remained a record one for 
The full force of the business depression, 


business 


large sales. 


however. was felt in 1908, and was early indicated 


when salesmen were sent out for new business. 
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The element of weather is one that plays an im- 
portant part in the stove business and often operates 
to offset general business depression. Two-thirds of 
the annual business in stoves is transacted by manu- 
facturers and wholesalers in the last four months of 
the calendar year, and with good, crisp, fall weather 
and a cold winter, stove manufacturers and the deal- 
ers as well, except from delayed payments and losses 
from bad debts, do not feel the full force of bad 
times... In the fall of 1908, however, Jack Frost did 
not come to the rescue of .those interested in the stove 
business, and they felt the depression equally with 
those in many other lines. ag 

Stove manufacturers for the most part are broad- 
minded men and harbor few jealousies. A high de- 
gree of harmony and a wide spirit of co-operation 
exist among them. Many are members of the Na- 
tional Association of Stove Manufacturers, with its 
principal office located in Chicago, and nearly every 
devotee of the industry is a member of one or more 
of the nine constituent associations, covering the vari- 
ous districts into which the United States is divided. 
There is no such thing as a trust, holding company or 
consolidation of interests in the stove industry, but 
the manufacturers are well organized for their mu- 
tual welfare and the correction of abuses that often 
creep in and tend toward the destruction of a great 
industry, preventing the concentration of the mind 
_ upon ideas for its betterment, which in this branch 
means the creation of more artistic designs, new 
serviceable attachments, increased cooking conveni- 
ences and the development of improved methods in 
foundry practice. It cannot be said, however, that 
great advancement has been made in the application 
of machinery in stove production, the molding ma- 
chine having so far been developed for but limited 
use and economy. 

It is due to the splendid organization of the stove 
manufacturers that but few failures were recorded 
among them during 1908, notwithstanding that the 
business fell off in some sections thirty-five per cent, 
with an average decline in all of fully twenty-five. per 
cent. The stove industry is one that employs capital to 
the extent of about $60,000,000, with an annual output 
of about the same amount, hence requiring one dollar 
of capital for every dollar of sales. This is due to 
the necessity of manufacturing and carrying for 
months numbers of stoves to meet the demand in fall 
and winter, which often becomes extra large and 
urgent, and to. the further fact that a very large per- 
centage of the cost of stoves to manufacturers is the 
wages of workmen which.are generally paid weekly. 

Upwards of fifteen thousand hands are employed in 
the stove shops and factories in the United States, 
and over three million pieces of goods are distributed 
annually. Without organization and perfect machin- 
ery for the gathering and dissemination of informa- 
tion as to the effects of the general business depres- 
sion upon the demand for stoves in all sections, ignor- 
ance of the facts and fear would have prompted price 
cutting and reprisals with complete demoralization as 


the result. The trade suffered loss of profits through 


reduced sales and continued high cost of distribution, 
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but was spared the inroading of its capital by added 
losses through slaughter of prices. ; 

Coincidently with the falling off in domestic sales 
was the decline in the foreign demand. Almost as 
soon and almost in the same ratio the demand for 
stoves from foreign countries declined. The export of 
stoves does not make a large item of our foreign com- 
merce, owing to the fact that it is almost entirely 
confined to types designed for cooking. Comparatively 
few American heating stoves are shipped abroad, and 
those that are shipped go mainly to China, Japan, 
Chile and Argentine; Germany and France supplying 
the larger European demand. While heating stoves 
form a large part of the product of American stove 
foundries, the world’s markets are little open to them. 
Our export possibilities are confined to cooking stoves, 
the use of which is limited in many of the warm coun- 
tries which are good customers for other lines of 
American manufacture. 

It was stated during the recent panic that the United 
States had become so large a factor in the world’s 
commerce, and New York City so much of a financial 
center, that the effects of our panic were felt around 
the world. It may be due to this fact that the reduc- 
tion of the export demand in 1908 kept such regular 
step with the domestic decline, but it was certainly 
due in many cases to special causes in the countries 
themselves. For instance, we could not have been re- 
sponsible for the depression in South Africa, which 
had continued for nearly four years and reached its 
climax in 1908, and was due to the natural reaction of 
overspeculation after the Boer war, and the vast quan- 
tities of canned. provisions and war supplies sold there 
by the British government at its close. 

Orders from China had not been liberal since. the 
boycott placed on American goods; the Japanese were 
not overanxious to buy American stoves while the ex- 
citement continued over the California incident; Chile 
was having a controversy with Peru; and Cuba was 
under the military control of the United States and her 
people were full of jealousy and more or less of hatred 
for us. For two or three years prior to 1908 the de- 
mand from some of these countries had been reduced, 
but it was not felt in the midst of our phenomenal 
home prosperity. It was unfortunate, however, that 
untoward circumstances continued during the year of 
our business decline. In Mexico, where merchants 
and business men had been enjoying a season of pros- 
perity second only to that enjoyed here, the Ameri- 
can panic did cause much distress, and much capital 
of Americans held in banks in Mexico for investment 
or for use in enterprises there was hurriedly with- 
drawn to cover sudden obligations in the states. .Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand, for thirty-five years a profit- 
able field for American stoves, have been almost en- 
tirely yielded up to Great Britain on account of low 
prices impossible for American manufacturers to com- 
pete against. 

The export demand for stoves is often a fluctuating 
one and increases but slightly even when normal con- 
ditions prevail, for, in proportion as the demand in- 
creases in certain parts of the world, competition 
grows or local makes supply part of the additional de- 
mand. In several places in South America local-made 
wrought-iron or sheet-steel cooking stoves are sold in 
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considerable numbers, while German and French com- 
petition is extremely keen, and more favorable terms 
are offered than American manufacturers seem willing 
to make. Since the Japanese-Russian war, factories 
have been established in Japan and American stoves 
imitated. The same is likewise true of New Zealand, 
where local foundries have been established within 
the last few years. 

Notwithstanding all this, it can be said that the ex- 
port revival as shown this year is greater than the 
domestic. With the opening of the year the demand 
from South Africa was distinctly an improvement over 
what it was for four years previous, and has thus far 
been maintained throughout the year. It would seem 
that. they have passed through their period of recon- 
struction and, with good crops, have returned to pros- 
perous conditions. But little recovery is realized in 
the Mexican demand. Capital has not been replaced, 
and floods, earthquakes and insurrections have further 
hindered the return of prosperous conditions. Some 
increase in demand is noted from Argentine, owing 
partly to the steady advancement being made in that 
country, the increase of population and the influence 
of the forthcoming transportation exposition to be 
held next year. But the demand would be greater in 
all “South American countries if our people had fol- 
lowed up the advantage opened to them by the passage 
of the United States fleet around the continent and ex- 
Secretary Root’s visit. 

The direct effect of the tariff on the stove industry 
is almost a negligible quantity. The indirect effects 
are considerable, because whatever affects adversely 
the production of other American manufacturers and 
shortens factory operations reduces the purchasing 
power of the wage earners, and the stove is about the 
first among the articles of household utility that in bad 
times the workman aims to repair instead of appro- 
priating money for a new one. Foreign made stoves, 
however, cannot obtain a foothold in this country in 
competition with our own goods. They are heavier, 
clumsier, unsuited to our needs, and with all packing, 
shipping and commission charges added to the initial 
cost, their price would be too high. 

It is not a fact that underselling us secures to our 
foreign competitors an advantage in the disputed fields 
of Central and South America so much as the will- 
ingness of the Europeans and British to make long 
terms and bestow more attention upon the packing re- 
quirements. In nearly all countries south of us the 
American stoves are preferred for their lightness of 
weight, style and many conveniences, but much com- 
plaint is heard of the inattention of American manu- 
facturers to detail and of their unwillingness to extend 
credits.. We are no doubt largely to blame that our 
exports amount to only about two per cent of the total 
value of our output of stoves, amounting in 1908 to 
-only a little over one million dollars. 

While not directly affected by the tariff, stove manu- 
facturers realize how seriously tariff, discussion 
interrupts general business, and their national 
association sent delegates to the National Tariff 
Commission Convention in Indianapolis in February 
last and aided the movement to petition Con- 
gress for the appointment of a commission of 
‘experts and business men of probity to gather 
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tariff facts for the use of Congress and the 
Executive, so that in future an intelligent and scientific 
tariff might be constructed. 

Save in an industrial panic such as overspread this 
country in 1893, when the harmfulv effects endure 
longer and business men weary in waiting for the tide 
to turn, it is seldom that the stove trade experiences 
two poor fall seasons in succession; and the indica- 
tions are that the approaching season will not be an 
exception to that rule. The demand this year, despite 
the tariff agitation, has increased. For the first eight 
months of 1908 sales fell off twenty per cent on the 
average, while for the same period this year they 
have increased twenty per cent. This by no means 
signifies a full recovery of 1907 volume, as the increase 
is based on a much smaller total than the decline, but 
it has been steady and carries hope and confidence of 
continuance. 

The autumn demand is expected to be very satis- 
factory from the fact above stated that two “bad sea- 
sons in this line rarely come together. The expecta- 
tion seems especially founded this year, when im- 
provement in so many other lines is noted. Increased 
stove sales should be made if the earning power of 
the people has been and is being increased over last 
year, because many old stoves that were patched to last 
out the winter of a year ago must go to the junkman 
this fall. The natural increase in population, more- 
over, and return of many of the emigrants who left 
our shores in 1907 and 1908 will furnish a good extra 
demand. The increase this vear would need to be 
nearly thirty-three and one-third per cent to equal stove 
sales in 1907, and this is too much to expect so soon. 
The volume will hardly equal that of 1906, but will 
probably run close to that of 1905, a very good year 
in the stove trade. 

The people’s savings were much larger when the 
reverse came in 1907 than they were at the previous 
panic and they did not run so heavily in debt during 
the period of idleness. Aside from the reduced pur- 
chasing power of wage earners, the business horizon 
is almost clear of obstacles to the spending of money 
for all the ordinary wants of the people, and the more 
liberal purchasing of luxuries by those in more com- 
fortable circumstances. The business skies are clear, 
the air is not foggy with complex economic or political 
problems to clog the mind, check ambition or block 
enterprise; the tariff is settled, building is improved, 
crops are abundant, even though not of bumper pro- 
portions; there exist no serious international contro- 
versies ; no presidential election stares us in the face 
for three years to come. The people have confidence 
in the good judgment and fair-mindedness of Presi- 
dent Taft; there are no alarming labor troubles to 
disturb the country; stocks remain high, reflecting 
good times, and unless the weather proves very un- 
propitious for stove traffic, stove manufacturers will 
have reason to feel satisfied with the vear’s business. 
It ought certainly to be a twenty per cent increase over 
that of 1908, with every prospect, barring the interven- 
tion of war, pestilence or great convulsions of nature, 
of greater improvement in the year to come. 
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Good fortune comes with white-hot gait to the man 


who goes to meet it.

On Tuesday even- 
ing, December 14, an illustrated lecture on the 
“Warm-Air Furnace System of Heating and Ventilat- 
ing in Modern Homes,” was given before the Mod- 
ern Science Club of Brooklyn, N. Y. It was shown 
how economically this system can be installed and 
what high efficiency is obtained by a very simple 
method. The members of the Federal Furnace 
League and their sales representatives in New York 
and vicinity, were present as guests of the club.. On 
invitation of the Master Plumbers’ Association, of 
Wilkes Barre, Pa., Mr. McCarthy gave the same 
lecture at their regular meeting which was held in 
Wilkes Barre on Thursday evening, December 16.

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HOW TO APPLY METAL SHINGLES, VALLEY, 
RIDGE COPING, HIP SHINGLES, ETC. 








(In a folder recently issued by the Wheeling Cor- 
rugating Co., Wheeling, W.Va., the following instruc- 
tions are given for the proper application of metal 
shingles, valley, ridge coping, hip shingles, etc.) 

Metal Shingles are applied by the same rules that 
govern the laying of Wood Shingles or Slate: Cover 
building with sheathing boards laid tight joint ; good 
common boards will answer, but must be of even thick- 
ness. Sheathing boards should be laid either parallel 
with the ridge and eaves or diagonally—never lay 
sheathing boards up and down. 

The use of Sheathing Paper is recommended, being 
a:non-conductor, it adds much to the warmth of the 
house in winter, makes the house cooler in hot weather. 
and adds but little to the cost of the roof. Never use 
Tarred Paper under metal roofing; the acid in the tar 
injures the metal. 

Commence laying the shingles at the lower left hand 
corner of the roof, when facing the comb of roof. Let 
the first course project over the eaves and about one 
inch or more, using a chalk line to keep the courses 
straight at the bottom. The bottom end of the shingle 
is the guide to lay a straight course, and not the top. 

At the end of the building let the shingles project 
about one inch over the verge or barge-board, turn 
sides down and nail them to verge-boards. In laying 
the second and subsequent courses, every alternate 
course will start with a half shingle, in order to break 
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joints. Where cutting and fitting are necessary, the 
good judgment of the workman must be his guide. 
If there be a gutter formed-near. the eaves, have the 
shingles rest upon it, as is would if using Wood 
Shingles or Slate. 

In flashing against a side wall bend the shinee so 
that it projects up the side of the wall three inches or 
more, and counter-flash down to within one inch of 
the roof line. These directions apply to dormers, 
chimneys, skylights, etc., etc. 

In laying shingles toward the valley to make con- 
nection, cut the shingles to the same angle as the 
valley, allowing: them to project about one-half inch 
over the: fold, and turn the same under to form a 
hook, then with hand-tongs or other tool lock the 
shingle to the flange of the valley; The fold in the 
valley allows for contraction and expansion, 

In working from the valley, it is best to lock three 
or four shingles together, place them in position on 
the roof with bottoms parallel with eaves ack them 
at the top, then with straight edge mark and cut shin- 
gles to fit angle of the valley, allowirg about one-half 
inch to bend under and lock on the fla jc of the valley. 
This is éasily done with hand-tongs or other tools. 

Ridge Coping and Ridge Finish, if used, must be 
put in place and nailed to the sheathing before the last 
course of shingles is laid at the top of the roof. Slide 
the tongue end of one piece of coping in to the oppo- 
site end of the next piece to make a snug joint. . Nail 
coping through the nailing flanges ; do not nail through 
the folds. Insert the top of the last course of shingles 
into the folds of the ridge coping over the nailing 
flanges, thus protecting the nail-heads from _ the 
weather, and making an absolutely weather-proof 
finish. 

Hip Shingles are applied over the main roof shingles 
after they are all laid and nailed in place. The roof 
shingles are laid clear to the hip, allowed to project 
and cut off one inch beyond the hip line. This pro- 
jection is to.be turned down over the hip and nailed. 

The shingles on the other side of the roof are al- 
lowed to project about one inch back over the hip 
line and over the side already finished, turned down 
and nailed. 

At the hip there is a double covering of shingles. 
both edges nailed. The hip shingles are then laid in 
place and nailed, starting from the bottom upward, 
overlapping each other enough to make a tight joint. 

Any good carpenter or workman, who understands 
the simple rules for applying Wood Shingles or Slate, 
will have no trouble in laying Metal Shingles. No 
solder is used.. Only a pair of snips and a hammer, 
the most ordinary of tools, are required to apply to 
metal roofing that is weatherproof, fireproof, ornamen- 
tal, not expensive and if properly painted will last 
without repairs as long as the building stands. 
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UTILIZATION OF ZINC SCUM., 





In the so-called “galvanizing” process of sheet iron 
and steel there goes to waste a great deal of zinc, 
partly by reason of oxidation of the metal through 
contact with the air, partly by alloying itself with the 


iron, and partly by mixture with various impurities. 
’ 
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As a rule, the refuse consists of zinc oxide, zinc 
chloride, zinc oxychloride, minute particles of metallic 
zinc, ammonium chloride, and small quantities of for- 
eign substances.’ There have been proposed and tried, 
for the purpose of winning the metallic zinc from this 
scum, various processes; but most of them succeed in 
extracting only a small portion thereof. In a process 
described in the Alldemeine Ingenieur-Zeityng the 
greater part of the zinc is recovered in the metallic 
state, and a small portion as zinc oxyhydrate, ammonia 
being a third minor product. One part of the scum 
can be put in such a form that metallic zine can be ob- 
tained therefrom, without poisonous gases being gen- 
erated, which would be injurious to the workmen and 
the neighborhood generally. That part of the scum 
which is soluble in water yields chlorides for the pur- 
pose of forming zinc oxides and ammonia. The waste 
material is crushed fine while being plentifully sup- 
plied with hot water. The fine product is then boiled 
until tests show that all the soluble substances have 
been. dissolved. ‘The mixture remains in the recep- 
tacles until the insoluble portions have settled; the 
ruddy liquid is pumped off and the sediment dried. 
‘Abe*at 55 per cent is, insoluble in water; the other 45 
per cent is soluble in water and contains chlorides, 
which have an acid reaction. The dried solids are then 
treated in a reduction furnace, where they yield me- 
tallic zinc without giving off noxious gases. From 50 
to 65 per cent of these solids is metallic zinc. The 
solution is filtered into wooden vats in which they are 
neutralized by liquid, or still better, gaseous ammonia. 
This takes but little time, but requires careful watch- 
ing, as excess of ammonia would cause loss of zinc by 
resolution of the zinc oxide. As a resulting product 
there is a solid substance (hydrated zine oxide) and an 
ammoniacal. solution. The ammoniacal solution is 
passed through a filter press, which retains all the 
hydrated oxide. The oxide is pressed into cakes and 
dried ; the solution is evaporated to crystallize out the 
ammonium chloride.

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HARDWARE. 

Susiness in hardware continues brisk and dealers 
reported substantial sales last week. In the manu- 
facturing trade prices are firm, following the recent 
advance in the cost of raw material, and this is stimu- 
lating buying somewhat. In the retail trade a good 
business is also reported and there i8 less irregular- 
ity in prices. Seasonable lines are in better demand, 
owing to the colder weather, and there is also a 
good trade in holiday goods. As a result of the build- 
ing activity there is a very good demand for builders’ 
hardware. 

On December 11 an advance of $1.00 a ton on 
wire nails and other wire products was made by the 
American. Steel & Wire Co. Some independent 
manufacturers had made this advance several weeks 
ago. A fair business is doing in wire nails, but 
cut nails continue quiet, 

The base price of ,wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.85 per keg. The base price is $1.90 at the mill 
for full carloads and $2 at the mill for less than car- 
loads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for 
jobbers is $1.95 per keg. The base price is $2.00 for 
full carloads at the mill, and $2.10 for less than car- 
loads at the mill. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $2.03; retailers’ 
car lots, $2.08 ; $2.18 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $2.03; retailers’ car lots, $2.08. with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $2,03, and to retailers in car lots, $2.08. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 22 cents a pound 
net, 

Manufacturers of bright wire goods, hooks, screw 
eyes, etc., advanced prices about 12% per cent re- 
cently, the price to the retail trade being now 90 
and 15 per cent discount. 

The market for galvanized ware, which for many 

months past has been in a demoralized condition, ex- 
hibits a tendency to become stronger. Some manu- 
facturers have advanced certain galvanized products 
about 7 per cent. 
_ Drawing knives have been advanced Io per cent 
by manufacturers, and the market is now represented 
by a discount of 80 and 10 per cent. Chisels are 
maintained at prices which were established a year 
ago. 

Steel picks, mattocks, wedges and crowbars, are 
about 10 per cent higher in price.

PIG IRON.

There does not 
appear to be much chance of material improvement 
until the turn of the year, but so confident is the 
feeling among furnace men that prices are being 
firmly held on all direct sales from the northern 
furnaces, especially on all iron for next year’s de- 
livery. The steadiness has convinced buyers that 
there is no immediate likelihood of higher prices, and 
therefore that there is no need of anxiety or hurry 
in regard to future supplies. 

Current deliveries of foundry iron are being made 
at the large figure recently noted, and therefore 
foundry men are well supplied with iron for imme- 
diate and early prospective needs. Production of 
foundry and steel-making irons is still going on at a 
record-breaking rate, the figures showing the current 
output to be at the rate of 31,600,000 tons a year. The 
output for November was 2,547,000 tons, or 52,000 
tons less than in October, though the daily output was 
84,917 tons in November, against 83,856 tons in Oc- 
tober. 

Reports from the south indicate that the movement 
of resale iron is about over, and a steady improve- 
ment is expected from now on. Stocks in furnace
